This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Group I, claim(s) 1-6, 8-14, and 16, drawn to methods and apparatus of 
cutting/cleaving with particular control of light spot matrix control. 
Group II, claim(s) 21-24, drawn to methods and apparatus of cutting/cleaving 
with particular laser light source driving.
